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DETAILED ACTION 

(!)• Applicants 5 Amendments and Remarks filed on October 13, 2006 have been received. 
Claim 5 is cancelled. 

The objection of claim 5 in prior Office Action dated July 13, 2006 is removed in 
response to the Cancellation in Amendments filed on October 13, 2006. 

Claim 1 is amended to incorporate with the limitation of claim 5. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-7 in prior Office Action dated July 13, 2006 is withdrawn 
according to the Amendments filed on October 13, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6-7 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art reference of Fukuda et al (US006040400A) discloses the curable 
fluoropolyether compound composition including linear perfluoro compounds of component (A) 
and linear perfluoro compounds of component (B). The linear perfluoro compounds of 
component (A) having the two end groups CH2 = CH - (X) a - as shown in formula (1). Although 
it resembles the curable fluoropolyether formula (4) in applicants' claim 1, however, the center 
bivalent functional group Rf 1 (1(a) ~ 1(e)) is not same as claimed by applicants. Linear perfluoro 
compound of component (B) having end functional group Rf 2 which has partial structure of 
formula (1) in applicants' instant claim 1, however, it does not include arrangement as claimed 
by applicants for the center perfluoroether divalent group. Futhermore, Rf 2 of linear perfluoro 
component B is end group. Therefore, the perfluoroether of formula (4) claimed by applicants is 
neither anticipated nor obvious by Fukuda et al (US006040400A). 

The 2 nd closest prior reference Maxson et al (US005665794A) teaches the alkylhydrogen 
siloxane and dialkylhydrogen perfluoroalkylethyl siloxane in a mixture that anticipates the 
organosilicon compound of formula (2) as claimed by applicants. It would replace the 
organosilicon compounds of component (c) of Fukuda et al (US006040400A) when both 
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teachings are combined, but the perfluoropolyether of Fukuda et al (US006040400A) fails to 
meet the requirements of formula (1) of instant claim 1 . 

As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner has not located or identified 
any reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including the 
above-cited prior references to neither suggest nor teach the present invention anticipated or 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
